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BUDGET  SPEECH 


Mr.  Speaker, 


It  is  now  iii\  diit\  to  make  the  usual  motion  tiiat  the  House 
do  jjo  into  C\>mmittce  of  Suppl\  and  to  lay  before  you  the  finan- 
cial situation  of  the  Province. 

I  frankly  acknowlcdjje  that  i.  \  as  with  some  nervousne>s 
that  I  aeeepted  tlie  otVice  of  Treasurer,  bearinj;  in  mind  my  inex- 
perience and  all  tlie  responsibilities  o(  the  position.  Still  I 
deemed  it  my  dui\  to  aeeede  to  the  wish  of  my  political  leader 
and  I  feel  encouraj^ed  as  I  reckon  on  the  indulgence  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  House. 

^'ou  wi'.l  allow  mc,  Mr.  Speaker,  to  give  expression  to  the 
regret  we  all  felt  at  the  departure  of  Hon.  Mr.  McCorkill  from 
our  midst.  He  filled  with  zeal,  rare  talent  and  success,  the  otlice 
of  Provincial  Treasurer  and  I  am  sure  I  voice  tlie  sentiments  of 
the  House  in  wishing  him  a  long  and  useful  career  on  tiie  Bench 
for  which  he  is  so  well  fitted  by  his  tastes,  his  a'-ilities  and  his 
legal  attainments. 

The  financial  question  is  perhapt.  the  most  important  of  all 
the  subjects  claiming  our  attention  and  consideration.  It  is  the 
one  which  gives  more  serious  thought  to  the  Government  and  the 
public,  eager  for  reforms  and  progress,  than  any  other.  It  is  a 
ubject  of  the  greatest  interest  to  all  who  are  specially  charged 
with  administering  public  affairs  and  find'nji^  means  in  orJer  to 
increase  .he  revenues  of  the  Province  so  as  to  promote  its  prosper- 
ity and  to  assure  to  it  that  standing  and  influence  which  belong 
to  it  in  the  Confederation  from  the  material,  moral  an  ^  intellec- 
tual points  of  view .

Ihts  of  this  House.  We  shall  alwa\s  he  happ\  to  reeeive  the  ad- 
vi^v  and  even  the  le>;itimate  criticism  ol  our  fr;enJs  of  the  Opptvsi- 
tion,  tor  we  are  convinced  that  tht.\  alj-o  are  animated  >Aith  tiie 
desire  to  contribute  to  the  welfare  and  pri'jjress  of  ihe  Province. 

I  heUoxernment  does  not  prop>ise  durinj,'  the  present  session 
to  mike  any  important  i.!tani;es  in  the  laws  respecting  taves.  \ev- 
ertlieiess,  a  hill  will  be  introduced  to  chanjje  the  fax  on  railv\a\s. 
Ai  present  certain  railway  companies  pa.  double  taxes  :  iMie  on 
their  proliis  iir  on  the  subsidies  thcN  receive  ;  the  other  ou  their 
milea^'e.  l>ur  inteiuii>n  is  lo  iiurease  the  rale  i>f  taxation  on  mi- 
leaj^'e  iind  assimilate  it  more  lo  that  paid  h\  railwa\  companies  in 
Ontario. 

f  he  i;t\  on  comrmrcial  (ra\  el!er.-i,  as  the  Premier  foresh  id- 
inved,  will  be  abolished  and  tiie  treasure  will  bj  deprived  of  .i  rexe- 
nue  appro\imatm>,'  ,v|  s.ood.oo  in  order  ih  it  the  door  may  be  wide 
opjn  and  all  hituirances  to  t  ade  K-  removed. 


I>y  devi)rini;  continual  and  strici  attention  to  the  collection  of 
the  revenue,  it  will  be  possible  not  onl\  to  mai'ilain  the  cipiilibriitm 
between  receipts  an  J  expenditurj.  bat  alsi>  lo  hive  surpluses 
which  will  be  emplovcd  in  the  b.'st  interests  ol'  the  country. 

A  few  davs  atio.  the  i  lonorable  Minister  of  L.inds  and 
I'luests.  speakinjj  in  the  name  of  the  tiovcrnment,  made  an  im- 
portant declaration  when  he  said  that  no  timber  limits  wiiild  be 
soKI  this  \i'ar.
